The Hatchet, feels that the recommendation of the Student

Life Committee concerning clags officers is p wise one, and one 
that the Presidents Council .would do well to consider carefully.' 

In the first place it should be noted that there are at present 
115 student class offices in the University, “exclusive of the Law 
and Medical schools. Last year there were 129 valid ballots 
cast for these 115 offices. In other wprds, 120 people elected 115 
to office. The new policy would reduce the number of officers ’to 
four, and would increase the number of voters, because the voters 
would not be checked as to class. No ballots would therefore 
be void. 

Moreover, with fewer officers, the competition would be 
greater, and hence, the type of officeholder would improve, though 
no fault is to be found with the present officers for doing nothing. 
Rather, the fault lies in the fact that there are not 116 jobs 
around the University for them to do. 

The new officers would represent the University and not 
an individual class of an individual college. Not only would the 
University profit by such a policy, but class distinctions are ill- 
defined at George Washington, to say the least, for students in 
one class in June go to summer school, and change class by Septem- 
ber. A startling example of lack of class consciousness may be 
seen -in the turnout of 19 students to take part in the Junior 
Class photograph for The Cherry Tree. With such a lack, class 
officers are now chosen on the false assumption that such a con- 
sciousness exists. 

That the new officers would have duties is assured by the 
provision whereby the president of the student body is also 
president of the Senior Class, and a member of the Student Life 
Committee, where he can echo student thought and wishes. 

The only thing that the plan leaves to be desired is that it 
wasn’t adopted long ago. It is decidedly a long-felt need.

All Schools ..Except Law ami Med- 
icine Would Participate in 
Mingle Election 


Dean of Lower Division Students to 
Work With Dean of 
Columbian 


Abolition of the present 115 stu- 
dent. class offices, and thrt substitution 
next year of four general University 
pfflcqrs ele.cted.. by„ the student body 
of all schools save the Law 1 School, 
and the School -of Medicine, will take 
place If the recommendation-sent ter 
the President’s Council by the Stu- 
dent Life Committee last week is fav- 
orably acted on* by the former body. 

The committee "recommended that 
the new officers consist of a presi- 
dent, who must be a senior, a jftnior 
to be first vice president, a sopho- 
more for second vice president, and 
a freshman for secretary. Elections 
would bevheld In the fall, and every 
one would be allowed to vote for all 
officers under the new plan. ' 
fiO Signatures Needed 

Fifty signatures would be neces- 
sary for every nomination. AIT offi- 
cers are required to be undergrad- 
uates, and tlitb person chosen for the 
office of president of the student body 
Is also to be president of the Senior 
Class# and n member of the Student 
Life Committee, . ^ 

The recommendation follows: 

The Student Life Committee re- 
spectfully and unanimously recom- 
mends the following to the Presi- 
dent’s Council: 

“1. That the present "system o! 
electing a president, vice president, 
secretary, treasurer, and sergeant-at- 
arms for each of the several classes 
In Columbian College, the School of. 
Engineering, the School of Phar- 
macy, the School of Education, the 
Division of Library Science, and the 
Division, of Fin© Arts, be abolished. 

Each Class Represented 

"2. That four general officers for 
the student body of the above named 
schools be elected* annu&lly by the 
students thereof, and that the of- 
fices be distributed as follows: The 
pVesident shall* be a member of the 
senior class of one of the foregoing 
schools, and the first vice president, 
tfie &eco.nd vice, president, and the 
secretary shall be members of the 
junior, sophomore and freshman 
classes, respectively, of the above 
mentioned schools. 

"3. That candidates foi* office must 
be nominated by petitions signed by 
„not less than fifty names, and that 
nominees must he candidates for the 
A. .B. degree or its equivalent, carry- 
ing at least. nine hours, and being 
neither on probation nor yarned for 
poor scholarship. 

“4. That each nominee be a can- 
didate for the office which his class 
as determined by the University 
catalog shall entitle him, regardless 
of the office for which he Is nomi- 
nat ed. 

Elections in Fall 

"5. That the election of officers be 
held In the fall for the ensuing school 
year, with a student activities card 
constituting the sole qualification for 
voting for candidates for all four Of- 
fices. 

”G. That the president of the stu- 
dent body so elected automatically 
become the president of the senior 
class, and a member of the Student 
Life Committee.” 

The present Student Life Commit- 
tee is composed of the Dean of Wo- 
men, chairman, the Dean of Men. and 
five students. Herbert E. Angel. Dar- 
rell Crain.
